Reeve Ferguson presiding. 

Minutes of last preceeding meet¬ 
ing regular and special meetings 
Were read, and Clr SeWiell moved 
that .same be adopted as read. 
Carried. 

Rest Roomi: C. W. Ryall at¬ 
tended to ask if the Municipal 
council would give their support 
to help the Chauvin Agricultural 
Society fix up rest room in the 
village of Chauvin. Clr Lang 
moved that this be tabled until 
the next meeting. Carried 

Range riders: A number of the 
ratepayers attended for the pur¬ 
pose of asking the council to ap¬ 
point range riders, if the by-law 
was to be put into effect fotr ani¬ 
mals running at large.

MUNICIPAL GRAZING 
BY-LAW IS SUSTAINED 
IN TEST CASE VERDICT 


A case of considerable import- 
ancce to the municipal district of 
Merton was recently tried before 
J. P.s J. Clark and Ed. Camp¬ 
bell in the Uneeda sehhol. 

For many years the people of 
Merton have been troubled by 
stock men bringing in cattle and 
allowing them tof graze on vacant 
land in the municipality. Every 
outsider who could leasle a quar¬ 
ter section, or secure a grazing 
permit thought he had as good a 
right to range stoidk in the muni¬ 
cipality as the resident ratepayer. 

By its by-law fhtere is no free 
range in the municipality except 
for residents, and thty are allow¬ 
ed to run fifty head of cattle or 
houses for each quarter section 
owned or held under lease by the 
owners of the animals. This pri¬ 
vilege is given only ta owners and 
leases of lands residing in the 
municipality. 

Mr. Russell McElheney, of Pro¬ 
vost, had tried to overcame the 
objection as to residence by com¬ 
ing in with his cattle and living 
part time during the summer 
/with a friend at McDonaldville. 
The council protested against this 
but again this spring, Mr. Mc¬ 
Elheney repeated tfhie experiment 
and at the end off May forty of bis 
cattle were run into pound. He 
paid the pound fees and released 
the animals from pound, and it 
was claimed, immediately turned 
them loose again. Clr Bennett 
then laid an information against 
Mr. McElheney for an infraction 
of the by-law. 

The council Whs represented at 
the trial by Mr. J. D. Munro, of 
Llo|ydminster, while Mr. McEl 
heney was defended by Mr. H. V 
Fieldhonse, of Wainwright. The 
prosecution brought forward half 
a dozen witnesses to prove that a 
number of Mr. McElheney’s cat¬ 
tle were running at large in the 
municipality on June 3rd. Evid¬ 
ence was produced to prove be 
was not a resident. 

Mr. McElheney gave evidence 
wlhich satisfied the (Court hie had a 
lease on one quarter section and 
had applied for grazing permits 
on school lands in the municipal¬ 
ity. He admitted he Was part 
owner of the land at Provost 
where he lived with his brother 
most of the time, but he spent 
part of his time in Mert.ofn Muni¬ 
cipality and made his home there 
with a friend. He considered he 
was residing in the municipality 
on June 3rd and that his lease of

STOCK JUDGING LESSON 
GIVEN TO LADS OF DIS¬ 
TRICT BY J. W. ELLIOTT 


The lessons on stack judging 
given by principal J. W. Elliott 
of the Vermilion sehhol of agri¬ 
culture iu the Chauvin schoiol on 
Saturday proved very interesting 
and was well attended by boys, 
within the age limit -of 12 to 19 
years—Chauvin, Butze, Roros, 
Killarney and Edinglassie all be¬ 
ing well rlepresented. 

Mr. Elliott, who is a skilful 
draughtsman, illustrated the 
points he wished to emphasize 
by drawings of ani|mals on the 
blackboard, which helped his 
youthful hearers to a much clear¬ 
er understanding of thle points he 
wished to make. 

As time was short he confined 
his remarks to cattle of the types 
known as beef and dairy 1 , and 
having enumerated the various 
breeds in these types, with a spe 
cial explanation of the dual pur¬ 
pose c,ow, he went on to show the 
chareteristics of each, 1 type, and in 
what way they.-differed. For 
instance, speaking broadly, the 
beef type should present the ap¬ 
pearance of a rectangle, when 
looked at from the four points of 
view, i.e., front, back, side and 
top. On the other band, the true 
dairy type presented more the ap¬ 
pearance of a triangle, looked at 
in these same four wayls. He went, 
very fully into the reasons for 
this. 

In the beef type it was essential 
to have an animal whose natural 
tendency was to build flesh upon 
the body points carrying the most 
expensive cuts of beef when 
dressed, viz, the hind quarters. 
By aid of blackboard and chalk, 
he illustrated just how tihie per¬ 
fect type should look and also 
showed a reverse picture of how 
it should not look. He travelled 
over the entire cut of the animal 
and named its various parts, and 
had the class do likewise. 

In the dairy type hie showed 
why the front quarters should not 
be too ‘‘beefy” in type, why the 
body part should be well develop¬ 
ed, and the heart girth sufficient. 
He explained the meaning of the 
“imfllk vein,” what is should look 
like, and its effect on thle milk-

POOL MEETING 

HELD IN IRMA 


Last Saturday June 13th a 
meeting was held in Irma to con¬ 
sider and organize for the three 
new) pools now hieing formed in 
the Province. 

W. F. Stevens, former Live¬ 
stock Commissioner) for Alberta 
and now a director and secretary 
of the Livestock Pool spoke op 
t!h|e ams and objects -of the live¬ 
stock pool. Mr. Stevens who 
through years of experience has 
a thorough knowledge of the live¬ 
stock business discussed in a very 
clear and able manner the main 
provisions in the contraaet and 
the various ways in which the 
pool had made provisions to take 
care of the farmer’s interests. He 
showed the disastrous effects of 
dumping on the market and how 
this might be avoided through co¬ 
operative marketing as planned 
for by the pool. Incidents were 
quolted to show how speculators 
had made fortunes at the expense 
of the stock. grower. As when 
hogs were selling in Alberta at 8 
cents and heavy sows were dock 
ed four cents and certain specu¬ 
lators bought these sows uip by 
the carload at a fifty per cent 
dacjkage in Alberta and sold them 
at a huge profit on Chicago mar¬ 
kets where there was a keen de¬ 
mand f-or this type of hog and 
where the only dockage was ten 
per cent in weight. 

The stock growers by organiz¬ 
ing and joining thle livestock pool 
cojuld through t-her own manage¬ 
ment save thesie profits for them¬ 
selves which now go to the spec¬ 
ulator. A few questions were 
asked Mi-. Stevens and those who 
were present semed to hav e no 
doubt about the future success of 
the pool. Everytotne apreciated 
the opportunity of htaving the 
former Livestock Commissioner 
here to explain the details about 
the livestock pool and it was un¬ 
fortunate that more people did 
not attend the meeting for it is 
nearly ten years since Mr. Stev¬ 
ens spoke to an Trma audience. 

Mrs. F. E. Wyman director and 
Secretary of the poultry pool 
spoke after Mr. Stevens and gave 
an excellent outline of the plans 
of the poultry pool. Mrs. Wyman 
made a special appeal to the wo¬ 
men to boost tihle poultry pool. 
It is the women who care for the 
little chicks and turkeys and 
gather the eggs and it is up to 
them to see that what they get 
for eggs and poultry when they 
are sold is worth the effort aand 
care and trouble raising them. 
The women of the province are 
taking a very keen interest in this 
pool and with the assistance of 
the government who are ready to 
turn over to the pool the storage 
and marketing facilities they 
nosw have there is no reas®n why 
the poultry pool can not make it 
worth) while for women to raise 
more and better poultry. All 
over the province Mrs. Wyman 
said the Women are signing-up 
the poultry pool in great num-

Our material bodies wear out and have to be left behind; no 
material objects are premanent, they always decay sooner or later, 
but the soul of a thing is not in the (material presentation. 

The material side of a picture is canvas and pigment, nothing 
else could be detected by a micoscope; but to such an examination 
there is no “picture,” the “sotul” >o|r meaning—the “reality”-—has 
evaporated whten the material object is contemplated in that analyt¬ 
ical manner. So it is with our bodies: dissected tlhley are (muscle 
and blood-vessel and nerves—a wonderful mechanistml: butt no such 
examination can detect the soul or mlind. 

THE E AR DOES NOT HEAR 

Mind utilizes and dominates matter; it uses it for purposes of 
detmiolnstration and achievement, it employs it as a vehicle of mani¬ 
festation, but it is a deadly mistake identify thought and personal¬ 
ity with any assemblage of atoms.

when it was really believed that the graves would yield up their 
dead, that there would be a general resuscitation, and that bur poor 
discarded worn-out agglomerates of earthly particles would be cel- 
lected together and be tortured or petted to all eternity. Elmanci- 
pate yofurselves from gross a superstition. 

In contrast to that, what is tihie truth? The truth is that we 
ourselves are' not subject to mortality ; thai we do not decay or wear 
out, that we have a premanent existence beyond the life of th e mat¬ 
erial, fleshly organisim which we inherited from the rest of animal 
creation; that it is the animating, dompelling and dio(m|inatin'g spirit 
which really consttlutues ‘ourselves,’ and that this persists apart from 
ihe accdents which can happen to the body, and subject only to those 
evils which may assault and hurt the soul: that we are able to ascend 
to heights unspeakable, and to descend to corresponding depths. 

Tlh|e permanent hutman element is the character—the will. 
That is/what determines man’s destiny . We have risen above me¬ 
chanism, we are not cbferced, we do not run in groves like a street-car, 
we ar e free to direct our course: we sit at the helm and can choose 
our path’. Many of us are content as long as we keep clear of ob¬ 
stacles and spin along the highway, but some can do mbre than that: 
they have, a^ it were, wings, they) can soar out of the dustyi highways 
of vulgar life, at least for nidraents: they can rise into freedom and 
beauty, they can sing like the lark and tcall us poor plodders to share 
in the ectasy 1 and the beauty and the majesty of the universe, of 
’which they are beginning to catch more Uhlan a fleeting glimpse. 

THE MEANING OF EXISTENCE 
Man is not fully-developed man as yet, when only a few” out- 
top their fellows: the time will surely come vdien all will be able t'o 
realize thleir (birth-right. Much of the present uinrest is a groping 
after higthier things, a feeling that this world cannott be all: that 
education and leisure are objects worth struggling for: that there 
are prizes, above the present scope of the average mlan. Terribly 
mistaken are some of the efforts: selfishness dogs and damages the

We little know what we may become, whether as individuals 
or as a human race; we have but recently risen, we are Still in the 
embrylo stage, ugly and imfnished: hardly yet have we attained to 
childhood. As Browning says—likening the development of man to 
the appearing of the stars out of th/e twilight—one or two first and 
then a multitude:— 

* * * man is not Man as yet 
Nor shall I deem his object served, his end 
Attained, his genuine strength put fairly forth, 

While only here and there a star dispels 
The darkness, her e and there a towering mind 
O’erldofks 'its prostrate fellows: when the host 
Is out at once to the despair of night, 

When all mankind alike is perfected, 

Equal in full blown powers—then, molt till then 
I say; begins man’s general infancy.

If the farmier thinks that he can 
sell his product just the same as 
he can teach his children, doctor 
his family, or be his own lawyer 
then h;e must take the consequen¬ 
ces, The farmer is entirely to 
blame for the inefficient method 
of selling farm products If the 
store-keeper places a number of 
articles on counter to be sold at 
once because he needed a little 
money then he woluld have to 
take what the buyer is willing 
to give hi}m. No !man does busi¬ 
ness that way except the farmer 
He is the only man in bhle com¬ 
munity who is. still doing business 
under eighteenth century meth¬ 
ods. The doctors, the lawyers, 
the merchants, the teachers, the 
printers, the miners, the railway 
men and every othler person is 
organized to better the -condition 
of the people bel.olnging to that 
particular class and to, sell to bet¬ 
ter advantage services, labor or 
products. Co-operative market¬ 
ing in one form or another is the 
key-note of metdern civilization. 

The three new pools now being 
organized in the Province of Al¬ 
berta for the selling otf Dairy, 
Livestock and Poultry is the at- 
tetopt of the producers of these 
products to do just what the 
wfhieat growers are doing through 
the wheat pool. The principles 
are absolutely the saimie as those 
of the many successful co-opera¬ 
tive pioiols in the United Sttes and 
in other countries. The producers 
must first organize to control a 
product and when they have 
done this they should hire the 
best, brains in the Country to sell 
it for them to their advantage. 
In every case where th(e produc¬ 
ers have signed a long term con¬ 
tract and have sufficient volume 
in their control, they have obtain¬ 
ed, through elimination of waste 
and duplication and through or¬ 
derly marketing the real value of 
their products. 

After the meeting many farm¬ 
ers came forward and signed 
contracts for the three new pioiols. 
Canvassers have been appointed 
to cover t!h|e district but in case 
anyone is missed contracts will 
be available at the Post Office 
Wainwrigha. Reports have eo|m.e 
in from several points wheine the 
farmers have signed up nenety 
per cent strong for the three 
pools, The campaign lasts until 
the 28th of June. Any farmer 
who believes in being on an 
equality with other classes and 
wind is looking for fairer prices 
for his products should sign up 
at once. Don’t wait umtil it is 
too late.

NATIONAL FLAG 

IN NEAR FUTURE

Falling in 
and New' Zealand, Canada is to 
have a new 1 flag, which will be 
recognized as the flag of the Do¬ 
minion. The government has 
passed an order-in-council ap¬ 
pointing a committee to consider 
and report on tihie most suitable 
design for a Canadiaan National 
flag for use ashore. 

A distinctive Canadian flag has 
so far been authorized for use 
only by Canadian government 
owned vessels and by other ves¬ 
sels and by other vessels of Can¬ 
adian registry. In the former 
case the flag is the Blue Ensign, 
with the Canadian arms in the 
fly, while merchant vessels of 
Canadian registry use to the 
Red Ensign with the Canadian 
arms in the fly. 

The committee has three sug 
gestions before it at present. The 
first is to contnue the use of the 
Canadian arms as Canada’s nat¬ 
ional flag. The second i!s to use 
title Union Jack with the Cana¬ 
dian arms in the centre. The third 
is to adopt an entirely new en- 
sign.

Mr. Love con¬ 
tended that we only get paid ac¬ 
cording to thie interest we taike in 
the marketing of our products. 
Mi 1 . Love said the people in the 
Irjnia district have been more sat 
isfied apparently with cream 
prices than the people in Hardis- 
ty, Hughenden and Metiskotw dis¬ 
tricts where Mr. Love had just 
been holding .meetings down 
there because the people were not 
satisfied thie Burns Co. paid their 
their patrons through a bonus 
fiv e to six pfer cent more for 
cream than was paid to the Irma 
patrons. Under the present sys¬ 
tem of marketing loyalty to a 
local creamery is a sacrifice to 
the producer. Down on the C.P.R. 
line where people are disloyal to 
a lolcal creamery and ship to 1 the 
Sedge wick Co-oper-ative Burns 
pays five or six more for cream 
than is paid hepe. 

People who are satisfied with 
that system of doling business 
should not join the pool hut those 
who want to have something to 
say about the price of butter-fat 
should sign up at once. Co-oper 
ative marketing has Ibteen tested 
in Denmark for seventy-five 
clears and to-day there Is' less pov¬ 
erty in Denmark t/hlan any other 
country in tjhle World. Every sin¬ 
gle article sold in the market to 
day, except the farmer’s products 
is sold on the basils of cost of pro¬ 
duction plus a profit. The farmer 
nelvter will sell on that basis until 
he tojrgianizes to do so. It is en¬ 
tirely up to him. Nobody else 
will look after his interests hut 
himself and he can only do that 
tlhtrolugh co-operative marketing 
and pooling his products insteadl 
of dumping and selling against 
his neighbour. 

After the meeting several con¬ 
tracts for the different pools 
the different pools depends en¬ 
tirely on the numlbter of farmers 
who sign-up. Thoste who have not 
yet signed up are asked to see 
their nearest canvasser and do so 
at once as tlhle campaign ends oh 
the 28th of June.
